THERE’S SOMETHING ABOUT TRIMMERS 


Big bucks and rewarding career offers from Australia and abroad have not managed to 
lure Paul Trimboli away from South Melbourne. Nicholas Tzaferis asks the 300-game 
South Melbourne player just why he has knocked them all back to stay at Lakeside.

UL Trimboli is one of those rare blokes who come 
ross far too infrequently in today’s increasingly 
business-orientated world of sport. 

He's been a gift for South Melbourne in a ruthless, 
dollar-driven game. Others, like John Markovski and 
Kresimir Marusic, have swapped more clubs than Tiger 
Woods; this afternoon Trimboli makes his 300th 
appearance for South Melbourne. 

That feat is remarkable for any player but even more 
special in Trimboli’s case. Trimboli has had to beat off 
interest from domestic and foreign clubs with more 
than a stick and has knocked back oodles of chances to 
play for other clubs. 

So what is it about South Melbourne that has kept the 
dynamo at Lakeside? 

“There's something about this club. | love the place,” 
Trimboli says. 

“The people always make the place. There's still people 
involved in the club now who were there when | 
started, 

“The beauty of a club like South Melbourne is it is 
always filled with great characters.” 

Trimboli says the club has had a tradition of attracting 
great people such as Danny Wright, David Healy, Kimon 
Taliadoros and Paul Fernandes - players he has stayed in 
touch with since their departure from South. 

The Socceroo, who once was driven to and from 
training by then captain Ange Postecoglou, has filled the 
hearts of South Melbourne fans for years on end. 

Be it his wizardry, his skill or plain endeavor, Trimboli 
has always been one to excite. 

Bur he says he never set out to forge such a 
distinguished career with South Melbourne. 

You don’t set out to do it at the start but you find you 
enjoy yourself at the club. You have to be performing as 
well otherwise you can’t stay at a club for so long. You 
have to contribute a bit,” he says. 

Trimboli players and officials can't be blamed for players 
swapping clubs too frequently in modern sport. 

“A lot of people have to look after themselves and 
clubs have to make hard decisions,” he says. 

"!'m sure all clubs would like to hang on to some 
players forever but that can’t always happen.” 

Glasgow Rangers and Manchester City are but a 
nkling of foreign clubs who have been interested in 
g Trimboli away from Melbourne, while other 
nal league giants have also thrown their hand up 
dipped into their pockets for Trimboli’s services.

STEVE losifidis may only be 24 but he is playing with 
the air of a defender of greater seniority. 

That comes as little surprise for a player who had to 
sink or swim when he was one of the first signings 
made for the 1996/97 campaign by then new coach 
Ange Postecoglou. losifidis was signed from Premier 
League club Heidelberg where coach Dusan Brnovic 
had declared he would one day play for Australia. 
Even though he had played in the national league for 
the Bergers, losifidis had been a largely unheralded 
player. Despite that, Postecoglou later claimed 
losifidis, along with Danny Tiatto who signed for 
Melbourne Knights from Bulleen, have been “head 
and shoulders ahead of other players in the Victorian 
Premier League in recent years”. 

At South Melbourne, where quality was not short, 
losifidis had to make the grade or fail. Not only has 
he come up trumps, he has managed to forge a 
permanent position in the South defence. It is a role 
he has taken to with confidence that has steadily 
matured. 

He attributes most of his confidence to the style 
mirrored by his coach. 

“ He makes you feel like that (confident). He's not the 
type of coach who will make you frightened,” losifidis 
says. 

“It gives you so much confidence that it makes you 
feel bad if someone dribbles past you out there. 

“In the first year you've got the first year blues. You 
have to settle in and adjust to the supporters. Nerves 
were always a factor. 

“In the second year | tended to block it out because 
we were on a mission especially after losing to 
Sydney United in the finals the season before.

“Now, after winning a championship, you feel a bit 
more comfortable. You don't feel nervous any more 
because you honestly feel like part of the club having 
contributed something so big.” 

losifidis may have won the major crown with South 
Melbourne last season but he would like to take the 
glory one further step. 

“I'd love to win back-to-back championships because 
I'd love to go down in the history books in one of 
their all-time greatest teams,” he says. 

This afternoon, South Melbourne's championship 
mission sees it face Carlton in a repeat of the finals 
trilogy of 1997/98. A win would help atone for the 
heart-wrenching 2-1 loss to Perth Glory last Sunday. 
“It’s so unfortunate our supporters had no access to 
the game against Perth Glory on television because 
you would have seen we had 70 per cent of the play. 
Their supporters were cheering on throw-ins and 
free kicks,” losifidis says. 

“We can make up for it this afternoon. Regardless of 
how weak Carlton have been playing, they're coming 
up against us and they'll have that revenge thing. 
They'll be fired up.” 

If South is to claim the points today it must shore up 
in the defence where it has conceded ten goals in six 
games this season. losifidis says criticism of the 
defence so far is fair. 

“Unfortunately we're still conceding soft goals.” 
losifidis says. 

“If we were to keep a clean sheet in every game we 
would win all of them because we're always going to 
score goals. We've proven that over the years.” 
losifidis remains confident his clean sheet theory will 
work this afternoon.
